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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed September 1 8, 2008 have been fully 

considered but they are not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that Vogel fails to disclose the claim 
limitations as set forth in claim 42. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
See col. 3, line 24 - col. 4, line 12 and col. 7, line 39 - col.8, line 53, the 
claimed limitations of claiml are disclosed in Vogel; for example, in a 
broadcast environment, a label information (program name text) 
generation is disclosed, including the posting of the label information on 
the recording medium, this is transmitted and received, and the program 
and program text are accessed, the program is recorded and the text 
(label) is displayed on a TV receiver, using the user interface 508 
connected to video processor 506 which allows the user to select whether 
the TV displays replayed program, the program name, or both, and the 
invention can be further adapted to cause the name of a program to be 
printed legibly. Therefore, Vogel meets the claimed limitations and the 
rejection is maintained. 

The Applicant argues that Vogel fails to disclose that the printing 
means is adapted to print an icon representing the label information. The 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Vogel discloses in col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, 
line 9 printing the name of the program on a label. Furthermore, giving the 
claim the broadest reasonable interpretation an icon can be the alpha- 
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numeric characters representing the title of the program. Therefore, Vogel 
meets the claimed limitations and the rejection is maintained.

35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 42 and 45 invoke 35 U.S.C. 112 sixth paragraph by meeting the 
limitations set forth in the three prong test specified in MPEP 2181 . Regarding 
claims 42 and 45, the means for receiving is considered to read on the tuner (10) 
in Figs. 2, 14, and 19; the means for recording is considered to read on the TS 
Disk Recorder (13) in Figs. 2 and 19 or the TS Recorder (13a) in Fig. 14; means 
for displaying is considered to read on the TV set in Figs. 2 14, and 19; means 
for inducing a user to select one of the programs is considered to be read on 
Figs. 4 and 5, which is the program guide being displayed on a display that 
allows the user to select a program to be recorded; and means for printing is 
considered to read on the label printer (22 or 23) in Figs. 2, 14, and 19. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country 
or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application 
for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 42-51 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Vogel (U.S. Patent 5,253,066). 

Regarding claim 42, Vogel discloses a broadcasting system 
comprising a center apparatus and a terminal apparatus device, wherein 
said center apparatus comprises: means to generate label information in 
program information related to each of a plurality of programs, wherein 
said label information in said program information relating to each program 
is adapted to be printed on a recording medium, having said program 
information recorded thereon, at said terminal device (Fig. 4 - list of 
shows to be recorded; col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9 - generating label 
information and printing it, text generator (109) and printer (701) are the 
means for generating label information); and a transmitter (630) for 
transmitting program data and said program information, including said 
label information for each of the programs (Fig. 5; col. 7, lines 49-64 - 
program information; col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9 - label information); and 
wherein said terminal device comprises: means for receiving said program 
data and said program information for each program (col. 3, lines 50-66; 
col. 7, lines 49-64; antennas (117) and (116) along with receivers (102) 
and (501) are the means for receiving); means for recording said received 
program data and said received program information related to each 
program (col. 7, lines 49-64 - recorder (504)); means for displaying a 
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program guide of the programs including the recorded program 
information related to the programs (Figs. 3 and 4 display the screen for a 
display which is the means for displaying); means for inducing a user to 
select one of the programs from the displayed program guide (col. 7, line 
65 - col. 8, line 9; Figs 3 and 4 provide a display displaying the program 
guide information); and means to print for printing at least one piece of 
label information in the program information relating to the selected 
program (Fig. 7 - printer (701 ) is the means for printing; col. 7, line 65 - 
col. 8, line 9 - printing the label). 

Regarding claim 43, Vogel discloses all the limitations as previously 
discussed with respect to claim 42 including that the recording medium is 
removable from said recording means (see VCR), and wherein said 
printing means is adapted to print on a label to be put on said removable 
recording medium (col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9). 

Regarding claim 44, Vogel discloses all the limitations as previously 
discussed with respect to claim 42 including that the recording medium is 
removable from said recording means (see VCR), and wherein said 
printing means is adapted to print said label information directly on said 
removable recording means (col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9). 

Regarding claim 45, Vogel discloses a terminal device comprising: 
means for receiving program data and program information related to said 
program data for each of a plurality of programs (col. 3, lines 50-66; col. 7, 
lines 49-64; antennas (117) and (116) along with receivers (102) and 
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(501) are the means for receiving), wherein said program information 
relating to each program comprises label information that is adapted to be 
printed on a recording medium, having said program data recorded 
thereon, in said terminal device (col. 3, lines 50-66; col. 7, lines 49-64; col. 
7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9 - label information); means for recording said 
received program data and said received program information related to 
each program (col. 7, lines 49-64 - recorder (504)); means for displaying a 
program guide of the programs including the recorded program 
information related to the programs (Figs. 3 and 4 display the screen for a 
display which is the means for displaying); means for inducing a user to 
select one of the programs from the displayed program guide (col. 7, line 
65 - col. 8, line 9; Figs 3 and 4 provide a display displaying the program 
guide information); and means to print for printing at least one piece of 
label information in the program information relating to the selected 
program (Fig. 7 - printer (701 ) is the means for printing; col. 7, line 65 - 
col. 8, line 9 - printing the label). 

Regarding claim 46, grounds for rejecting claim 43 apply for claim 
46 in its entirety. 

Regarding claim 47, grounds for rejecting claim 44 apply for claim 
46 in its entirety. 

Regarding claim 48, Vogel discloses all the limitations as previously 
discussed with respect to claim 42 including that the printing means is 
adapted to print an icon representing the label information on a label or 
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seal that is adapted to be adhered to the recording medium on which the 
selected program is recorded (col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9 - the icon is 
the alpha-numeric characters representing the title of the program). 

Regarding claim 49, Vogel discloses all the limitations as 
previously discussed with respect to claim 42 including that the printing 
means is adapted to directly print an icon representing the label 
information on the recording medium on which the selected program is 
recorded (col. 7, line 65 - col. 8, line 9 - the icon is the alpha-numeric 
characters representing the title of the program). 

Regarding claim 50, grounds for rejecting claim 48 apply for claim 
46 in its entirety. 

Regarding claim 51, grounds for rejecting claim 49 apply for claim 
46 in its entirety.
